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Othing is now more evident, then that the preſent Reyoluti- 
ons 1n Erg/and could never have been effected, had it been 
foreſeen, that either the King ſhould have been Dethroned, 
or that my had Deſigned to make the Prince of Orange King, 

When ſo many., out of Zeal for the Preſervation of the 
Protefant Religion , either actively Contributed their Aſſiſtance to the 
Frince, or tamely yeilded ro the common Inclination of the Multitude ; 
was out of confidence, that the Prince deſigned nothing, but what he had 
publiſhed in his Declaration. 

I wasnot then known what ſpecial Agents had been long before Imploy- 
alto gain the Concurrence of ſo many Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
Gentlemen and Officers in the Army, to declare ſo boldly for the Prince ; 
ger that ieveral of them had entred into an Afociation for that purpoſe : 
Nor was it diſcovered even to the Aſſociators themſelves that 4ny thing 
was Deſigned, but in a Dutiful way to Solicite the King to Call a Free Par- 
lament, and by it to Secure our- Religion and Properties : So that 'tis cer- 
nin many, who, never intended to improve the Succeſs ta the Diſhonour 
ef their Avowed Allegiance, were content to lay a ſleep the Doirive of 
(kedience to the King, ,as only Supream Governour ; and that of Nor+ 
Refitance, till they ſaw Popery underfoot , and then thought to have re- 
turned to their Duty. 

Others, we know, were chafed into a heat withthe confident Report 
of Articles Signed betwixt our King and the King of Frazce , to extirpate 
Proteftantiſme ; of an unparallel'd Crime of the King and Queen's impoſin 
aPrince of Wales, to: the prejudice of the whe of His two Royal 
Daughters; and of two pretended Inhumane Murders : And the Mobile 
were by Contrivance kept up 1n the higheſt Ferment, and Animated to 
pull down Popiſþ Chapels, and Burn their Church Stuff ; to prevent, as 
they were made to believe, a Maſſacre by the Papsſfts, till the Prince had 
got Poſſefion of Lowdom, the Tower, and all ſtrong Holds and Ports ic: Exg- 
land ; and the King was forced to Diſſolve His Army and Flie for Security. 
- Thea the Deſigners of this great Change begun to ſhew themſelves more 
bare-faced'; and a Comvention of Commons was choſen of the moft ative 
Men in all places'for brioging about this Change: Some of theſe led by 
lachnation and Intereſt ; others driven by the fear of being reputed Fa- 
yourers of Papiſts, or Cenſured for complying formerly with the _ and 
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for ſelf Preſervation, have laid a new Foundation of the Monarchy of Eng. 
laxd. And owning the Government to be Devolved upon the People, haye 
by Vertue of being their Repreſentative, made the Monarchy EleQtive ; 
which will give ſuch an Advantage to the Old Republicans, that it is to be | 
teared, none of the King's Race whilſt they have, or can obtain Power ) Bll 
muſt enjoy the Crown longer then they pleaſe the Populace and their Pi. 
trons. | 
By theſe Methods, matters have been brought to this paſs in Eng/an4 . ll 
whilſt you, the Noblemen, Gentry and Subjects of Scorland, by the latenels | 
| 
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of your Convention, have had time to ſee how the Loyal Proteſtants in 
England have been deluded ; how much even ſuch as have been AXttive for 

the Prince's Intereſt condemn themſelves for their Credulity, and with what 
Reſentment and Indignation they endeavonr to make it appear to the 
World, how much they deteſt the late Proceedings. So that 1t is moſt evi- WM 
dent, that the King hath now more Cordial Proteftant Friends in all the 
Countryes of Exgland, thenever he had before; not only out of a Com. WW 
paſſion for His Sufferings, but out of a true ſenſe of the greateſt Injuſtice 
done to Him, that was ever done to any Lawful King, except His Royal 
Martyrd Father ; and in one Circumſtance out doing that and all former 
Precedents, in that His Nephew and Son in Law, and His own Daughter, 
without any remorſe, are placed in His T hrone. 

Beſides theſe Conſideratious, they refle&t upon the inevitable Calamities 
which muſt attend ſo unnatural and unjuſt a Violence ; for beſides that, it 
will entail a War upon our Poſterity, till the King have Right done Him, 

we ſhall be utterly ruined by the Charge of _— this new Title, and 
looſe our Trade to the Dutch, or be neceſſitated to Fight tor it, after our 
Navies and Ports are ſubjeCted to them ; and by this they having got an 
Inlet to inſpe& our Strengrh and Revenue, we ſhall never be able to hold 
out againſt their Incroachments. For F think it is now obviousto all, that 
the Aſſiſtance given to the Prince by the States, and the Princes Confede- 
rates againſt France, was not for Religiox, but to put the Government here 
into ſuch hands as'might at preſent actually ſtrengthen them againſt that 
Great Monarch. 

All theſe Particulars are now as conſpicuous to you as the Sun at noon 
day, and the only excuſe the Army and Loyal Proteſtants of England haye, 
for their inglorious Delerting of the King, is that theſe things were by 
great Arts hid from their eyes, and they ſaw no appearance of them, till 
the Convention had made a conſiderable progreſs towards their new Settle- 
ment. | 

However, beſides this perſpicuity of the Deſign from firſt to laſt, which 
is now manifeſt to you, you cannot have that Plea for your Excluding the h 
King, which the Coxvention here have made moſt ule of, viz. That Popery \ 
could not be otherwiſe kept out, but by making the Prince of Orange King, be- ; 
cauſe the King had « numerous Party of Roman Catholicks i» England ; an ; 
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that the Kjug had Abdicated the Government, and ſo the Throne was becom 
Vacant : For you have at leaſt a Thouſand Proteſtants in Scotland, for one 
Papift; and as to the Abdication, all your Miniſters of State and Juſtice, 3 
well as Military Forces, aCt by His Majeſty's Commiſſions whiltt He isbe-W® 
yond the Seas, as well as they did whilſt He was at London ; and you have 
no Puch Forces to ſuperſede your a&tings. So that if you ſhould now Abd 
cxte your King, you have neither ignorance of the Deſign of the King's Ene- 
mies, nor an over-awing force, nor any colourable Plea for your excule tc 
the World. , 
It cannot be forgotten by you how great a Stain it was to your Natiol, h 
that a Party there having the whole power of your Kingdom in their hands, Wſ'" 
and in aQtual ConjunCtion with their Rebellious Brethren in England, = 
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'VieMajeſty's Father to the Parliament and Army in England,and how dearly 
you paid Intereſt for the Money, which was the Price of your Sovercign's 
Bod, whom they ſo Barbarourſly Murdered. Nor is it here to be forgor, 
how Zealouſly you have laboured to waſh away that Stain : How earneft- 
ly your Commiſſioners then Expoſtulated and Remonſtrated againſt that Pi- 
qus Princes being brought to a Tryal : How that in ſome meaſure, you did 
recover your Reputation, by calling back and Crowning King Charles 1. 
1nd by affiſting the Lord General Mozk in that Glorious Expedition of his, 
fom your Countrey, to bring the King back to the Throne of His Ance- 
fors ; And how 10 later times, you ſtood firm for the Succe//ion in the diret 
Line, when ſo many of thele very Gentlemen that now Cumpci: the 
Houſe of Commons, had Voted our King unqualified for the Crown. 

It you remember theſe Reparations of your Honour with joy and fatis- 
f&tion, let me tel] you, you have now a more Glorious oportunity to Eter- 
nize your Loyalties, and make yourſelves Famous toall Poſterity, by your 
uſtice and Fidchty to your King. 

You juſtly chalenge a pre-eminence,in that the Lineal Succeſſion of your 
| WH Kings is derived from an Antienter Original, than that of moſt Nations in 
the World ; and tho' ſome interruptions have happened by violent Factions 
and Ambition, yet the direct Line hath been re-(tated, and the Uſurpers 
have been Marked with a moſt black Character in all fucceding Ages. 

; But I do not at preſent remember in your Hittories,that at any time ſince 
- WH jou were a Kingdom, your Anceſtors ever had a more Meritorious Cauſe 
to fignalize their Honour, Loyalty and Juſtice, than you have in this pre- 
ſent JunQture of Aﬀairs. There are no Nations in Europe, that have not 
had Experience of your Valour and Gallantry in Feats of Arms ; And will 
itnot be an Eternal Blemiſh to your Honour, that you atchieve fo great Re- 
nown abroad in defence of other Princes Rights, and ſuffer your own Na- 
tural Leige Lord to bean Exile, and decline to vindicate His Right in your 
own Native Countrey ? 

The ſupporting the Rights of your Lawtul King, and ſtanding firm to 
; WW jour Laws and Allegiance, is that which will gain to your ſelves, your Sons; 
Frethren and Relations, Fame and Glory in the Courts and Camps of 
Foreign Princes;and you and your Poſterity may ſee your numerous Progeny 
nſe to Honour, Wealth, and Great Command again, in the Guards and 
Armies of the Greateſt Potentates, when they find you ſo Loyal to your 
Lawful Diſtreſſed King. For there is nothing in the World, that furniſheth 

ay with ſuch invincible Charmes, as Juſtice and Loyalty to ones undoubt- 
ed Sovereign. | 
, You muſt all be fatis{y'd, that. the King hath a moſt indiſputable Right to 
+ flis Crown ; you know how defirous He is to Indulge to all His Peaceable 
yy ubjects, the free enjoyment of their Religious Worſhip ; You know that 
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flis endeavour to enrich His People in Trade, and give them this Liberty of 

Conſcience, are the principal cauſes of His Sufferings ; and you may be al- 

ured, that if in this JunEture you do your Duty, to which you are obliged 
7 the Laws of God, and all your own Laws and Oaths (which ought to be 
5M orcat, Weighty, and Sacred Obligations to you) His Majeſty will 1nduftri- 
WW cully endeavour to promote your publick and perſonal Advantages. 

It will be diſhonourable ia the utmoſt degree, to have a Foreign King 1m- 
poſed on you that are a Free People, and have a Sovereign of your own, for 
Whom if. you now Declare and Aﬀert His Right,you will haye the cheerful 
vncurrence of a numerour Party of the LordsSpiritual and Temporal, and 
Gentlemen of Eng/axd, who even under the Power and Forces of their 
King's Enemies, dare be Loyal ; and the very concurring with the Laws and 
the Suffrages of all Juſt Men, will caſily reſtore the King to His — 
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where being once Peaceably Seated, beſides the Honour and Glory of | 
Great an Action, you may be aſſured you will want nothing, either th 
King or the Juſt, Loyal,or Religious Party of England, in gratitude can Fo 
for you, to make you Rich and Happy, 

I know they, who think to bait you with the hope of gain, and by that 
means, make you renounce your Allegiance to your King, tell you a fair 
Story, That they will obtain for you the ſo long projected Union of the 
Kingdoms; but I hope you remember how you were uſed, when the Uſur. 
per Cromiell granted you the ſame. You got nothing by it, but the mai. 
taining his Army, and the Building of Cztradels to keep you in ſubjettion . 
the impoſing of Exg/iſh Judges as well as their Laws upon you; and ſome 
of your Repreſentatives, were Engliſh Officers and Gentlemen that kney 
nothing of your Countrey, and the reſt were ſo few, that in every thin 
they were out-Voted. And I can aſſure you, from the mouths of Grezr 
Men in both Houſes of Parliament, that ſome do politively ſay, They wif 
never grant you the Favour to joyn your ſmall Stock with theirs ; and others 
do ingeniouſly confeſs, That they ſhall never be able to effect it, the they 
Juage the putting you in hopes of it, may make you more eaſie to comply, 

I hope theretore, you will not forſake the King's Intereſt, which only 
can make you Renowned and Happy, for an empty Shadow. Iris your 
ating like Perſons of Honour and Juſtice, and firmly adhearing to yourB 
King, that muft give you the beſt advantages both abroad and at hom: | 
The King will never forget your kindneſs to Him, and you may not bs on- 
ly aſſured of all advantages you can propole to your ſelves, that are in His 
Power to Grant, but you will have them made durable not only for His 
Life, butas long as the Crown remains in the direct Line. Nay, ſhould 
it ever Deſcend to thoſe who fnatch it before their time, you will then be 
looked upon as worthy of Honour and Confidence for having now vindicz- 
ted the Rights of the King and His Lawful Succefſors. For whatever may 
be ſaid or done by any who eagerly ſeek to obtain an unjult Poſleſſion, yer 
every Man that aCts upon Principles of Honour and Juſtice, will certainly 
be better eſteemed, even by fuch, than they whe {ervily or tamely concur 
with unjuſt Uſurperss For tho”, to gain the Point they aim at, they offer 
all plauſible Arguments to procurea Concurrence, yet they are lenfible,rhat 
they a& unjuſtly, and cannot ſo buſh their Conſciences, bur ar ſome time 
or other they will fly in their Faces, and tell them Truth. 

You alſo know, that before the Prince had Publiſhed his Declaration, 
the King had Granted moſt of thoſe things, which in the ſaid Declaration 
were marked out as the moſt impulſive Cauſes of his Ivaſion, and you have 
no Grievances to be redrefſed, nor any Security you can with for your Re- 
ligion and Property, or defire any. good Laws for the publick Weal and 
Benefit of the Kingdom, that the King will deny or refule to gratihe you 
with in a Parliamentary way. ? ; 

If then yow will conſult the quiet of your Coalciences, the Jultice 
Honour, and Proſperity of, your Natioh, the Laws of your Land, your 
Repute abroad with all Good Men, the Weal of your Potterity, and ava 
rhe Judgments of God, which ſonner or later overtake all perfidiousand 
unjuſt Aftions; If you will chear the Hearts and ſtrengthen the Hands 0: 
the Loyal and Conſciencious in England; It is only to be done by declaring 
your ſelves true to the King, Abbiorrers of all Uſurpations, and Maintainers 
of your Laws ; which Reſolution.in.you, all Loyal Good, Men, will, Hon: 
our you for: and Affiſt you in their Defence, and.God Almighty will Bleſs 
you here, and toEteranity in the Accompliſhment of them., 
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
